Co-operation Necessary for Sucessful 
Results 


The article in Conservation for 
March on “Saving Waste Paper’ has 
aroused considerable interest through- 
out Canada, Many letters have been 
received asking for information as to 
methods of collection and disposal, 

Waste paper is a commodity of very 
low value, and collecting and shipping 
charges reduce very materially the 
final returns from same. To reduce 
the expense of gathering to the mini- 
j}mum, the paper should be collected 
jthrough co-operation of those inter- 
ested or by local philanthropic or 
{charitable — organizations A head- 
quarters should be established, or 
collection boxes distributed, where 
the paper may be left. For shipping, 
the paper should be put into bales, 
for which a baling press is necessary. 
There are many types of press on the 
market ,several at moderate prices 

To secure the minimum shipping 
charges it is essential that shipments 
be made in ear lots, as the fess than 
car lot rate is much higher, Usually 
the paper must be shipped to con- 
siderable distances to the mill or 
dealer and adjoining municipalities 
might ,if necessary, co-operate in 
making up car lots,

Suggest Free Hospitals tor Alberta 


“Whereas the number of nurses and doctors in the 
rural communities of Alberta is inadequate to meet the 
needs of the people; and the scale of fees charged by the 
members of these professions iw so high that few settlers 
can afford the attention and services necessary to properly 
safeguard the life and health of their families exccept at 
exorbitaut cost; and the accommodation for the proper 
nursing and care of the sick is inadequate and unsuitable: 

“And whereas the loss of life and health, owing tu 
these conditions, is so great as to constitute a serious na- 
tional loss and a grave menace tg the happiness and welfare 
of the people: 

“Therefore we, the undersigned hereby petition the 
Government ut the Province of Alberta to take the necess- 
ary procedure to inaugurate a system of public hoapitale 
as complete and gratuitous as our publie echools. 

“And we recoramend that these hospitale be built. 
maintained and administered by the local municipalties 
wherever possible; that the cost of these hospitals be 
defrayed by a tax on the land in the municipalities where 
ever possible; that these hospitals be under the direction 
of an adequate staff of registered nurses, who shall be paid 
on a scale commensurate with the scale for this class of 
service throughout the country; and wherever possible 
qualified doctors be engaged as heads of the hospitals, or 
that an arrangement be made guaranteeing a minimum 
salary to a doctor in order that euch a person shall be 
located within a reasonable distance of the hospital. 


“And we recommend that the service of thie institu- 
tion and staff be free to the people residing in the munici- 
palities, according to the need of each person. 

And we recommend that the government of this 
province pass legislation making the provision of adequate 
public hospital accommodation compulsory upon munici- 
palities; that the government organize a department to 
have charge of the enforcement of this law and to assist the 
municipalities in providing the accommodation io the 
most economical way consistant with a high standard of 
efficiency. 

“And we recommend that this province institute a 
complete system of hospital inspection and licensing of all 
hospitals other than public hospitals, with the purpose of 
of maintaing a higu standard of service in all institutions 
where the health of the people is cared for. 

“And we further recommend that the government 
of this prouince take whatever steps are possible to enable 
municipalities to take over and administer, in conformity 
with this plan for free public hospitals, all hospital institu- 
tions now adininistered by incorporated bodies, associations 
or societies, which are dependent for their proper main- 
lenace upon grants or public money, or which have been 
built by grants of public monsy for public hospital pur- 
poses; and that this province cease to grant public money 
to any hospital institutions other thao the public hos- 
pitals as provided in this plan.” 

By request we publish below a copy of a petition 
the Free Public Hospital League of Calgary is 
undertaking to present to the Government of Alberta. It 
should be carefully read ag it effects your health and taxes: 

It is pointed out there are only 39 hospitals receiv- 
ing government grants in thie province, Twelve of these 
are in the cities of Calgary and Edmonton. Four others 
are located in Lethbridge, Medicine Hat and Vegreville. 
These are merely adequate to meet the need of the urban 
population, when that need is fully and freely met, Thus 
there are oniy 24 small hospitals in the smal! towns of the 
province, to furnish accommodation to a rural population 
of over 350,000 people., It is estimated at one cent an acre 
a free hospital can be had within twenty miles of every

Canadian War Correspondent Breake 
New Ground—Organization 
and Spécialization 


Mr. Britton Cooke, one of the best 
known Canadian newspaper men at 
the front, has recently written a bril- 
Mant article which he calls “The On 
Banization of Canada’s Resources.” 
Mr. Cooke believes that Canada's 
economic development will be ser- 
fously impaired in the years follow- 
ing the war unless immediate steps 
are taken to mobilize the productive 
forces of the country with a view to 
making Canada more self-contained. 

After dwelling on the pénalty of 
inefficiency, Mr. Cooke puts Canada’s 
Position, as he sees ft, in the follow- 
{ng paragraph: 

Economic Autonomy Necessary 

Canada’s political autonomy has 
been hotly defended at all times. The 
economic autonomy of the country 
has been little considered. The de- 
feat of Reciprocity in 1911 was re 
garded as a sort of economic Declara- 
tion of Independence against the Unit. 
ed States. It came late, and how 
real that independence really was and 
fe may be estimated by a careful per- 
usal of the lists of Canadian exports 
of Canadian produce to the United 
States, and the imports into Canada 
of United States goods for Canadian 
consumption. How the trade organ- 
izations of our neighboring republic 
affect Canada may be observed in the 
operations of the United States Fruit 
Trust in the Canadian West where. 
although British Columbia fruit is 
just as good, if not better, and al- 
though the Oregon and Washington 
Products has to pay duty to enter 
Canada, yet one finds that fruit ex 
cluding the Canadian fruit in the 
shops of Calgary and Edmonton. How 
the old-established trade connections 
of the United States suck Canadian 
raw materials into United States mills, 
there to be prepared for export by 
people of that country instead of by 
Canadians, thence to be carried by 
United States railways to United 
States ports instead of by Canadian 
Toads to Canadian ports—may be stu: 
died in the operations of the Chicage 
packing houses who draw Canadian 
live stock in the Chicago “transform. 
ing market,” kill the animals, dresa 
and pack the meat, prepare the by 
products, ship the main quantities 
through the forty-million consuming 
market of the Eastern United States, 
allowing the surplus to spill into the 
export channels at New: York, Boston 
and Philadelphia, and meantime ac 
tually sell back to Canada the fertil 
izers, lard, soap, leather and even 
beef and beef extracts made from 
Canadian cattle! Older establish 
ment, greater specialization in the 
various departments of production, 
and more efficient marketing and dis- 
tributing organization—these three 
factors menace the economic integrity 
of Canada. 

Work Up Raw Materials at Home 

People of the United States—for 
whom in this regard one can feel 
nothing but respect—are slowly fore 
ing Canada to engage in the less pro 
fitable departments of production: 
wheat-growing, the supplying of ores, 
timber, pulp, fish—unfinished mater. 
fals for United States workmen to 
finish and transform, directly or in- 
directly, into export commodities, 
Fifty cents worth of a Canadian raw 
material may become, in the hands 
of foreign workmen, ten dollars’ 
worth of goods when finished and, 
possibly, sold back to Canadians. To 
Canada comes the fifty cents as Can. 
ada'’s fee for the material. To the 
foreigner goes the $9.50 for finishing, 
for the office expenses of the makers 
and marketers, for advertising, for 
wages to salesmen! The efficiency of 
the United States business organiza: 
tions—made robust by a high pro 
tective tariff and still well-protected 
—is making a permanent impression 
upon the slowly forming economia 
character of Canada. Already there 
are parts of Canada where it does 
not pay to grow cauliflower because 
of the cauliflower specialization cen- 
tred in Maryland. When peace in 
Europe is restored and the shattered 
nations are to be rebuilt, it will be 
the efficient nation that fills ita order- 
book with orders and its cash ‘register 
with money. The less efficient nation, 
floundering alongside, will have the 
privilege of carrying the hod, shovel- 
ling the coal, teaming.a few loads of 
wheat, sweeping up the floor and fat- 
tening itself on such crumbs of trade 
and profit as may fall from the rich 
man’s table. 

The remedy lies in the careful or. 
ganization of Canada's resources and 
productive forces, coupled with de 
fensive measures in the way of trade 
policies, such as our great neighbor 


to the south has adopted with remark: | 


able success during the past hundred 
years. Canadians cannot afford te 
continue indefinitely as suppliers of 
taw material] to the nations who have 
developed their industrial forces to a 
high degree of efficiency with the aid 
of a beneficient trade policy. There 
{s @ lesson for Canada in the develop 
ent of the United States.

Canadian Organization Doing Good 
Work in the Schools 

The Canadian Society for the Pro- 
tection of Pirds, founded about a year 
and a half ago, is actively engaged 
in the promotion of bird protection 
throughout, Canada. While national 
interest is naturally coneentrated on 
patriotic endeavor along other lines, 
much has been done through lectures, 
addresses and social meetings to enlist 
public sympathy on behalf of the 
society's work. Thousands of eopies 
of a very valuable report. “The Value 
of Birds to Man,’ by James Buck- 
land, are being distributed; also 
posters warning the public of the pen. 
alty attached to the destruction of 
insectivorous and other birds, 

A further important feature of the 
movement is the manufacture of nest. 
ing boxes. Through the efforts of Mr. 
J. A, Harvey, a well known Toronto 
architect, Berlepseh boxes of solid 
timber, hollowed out, which when im- 
ported cost three dollars each, have 
been made for the society at a cost 
of fifty-live cents each, 

Local branches of the association 
will be formed in any part of the 
Dominion, special attention being giv.

Glycerine has been made in such 
large quanti for conversion into 
nitro-glycerine to till war orders and 
for other technical purposes that the 
soap makers have been producing 
more soap lye than is needed even in 


a civi soap-using nation, Hence 
soap is as cheap as ever.—From 
Weekly Drug Market.
